BRAUTOVICH 

PARK 

Many of our readers will be familiar with 
the name GEORGE BRAUTOVICH who served as a 
lax enforcement officer with the local police 
department many years ago. For those of you 
who weren't privileged to know him then, we 
introduce his name and memory to you now. 

In Douglas County, Nevada, there is a pub¬ 
lic park named in memory of GEORGE BRAUTOVICH. 
The park is located on top of Kingsbury 
Grade on Andrea Drive and is named "BRAUTOVICH 
PARK" for the 57 year old salaried law enforce¬ 
ment officer who also held the job of under¬ 
sheriff in Douglas County. BRAUTOVICH died 
at age 57 on February 28, 1975. He had 
also been active in community affairs, be¬ 
longing to the Kingsbury Volunteer Fire 
Department, the Tahoe-Douglas Rotary Club, 
the Douglas County Republican Central Committee, 
and Our Lady of Tahoe Church Council. 

This park had been a dream of GEORGE'S 
where he envisioned a four to five acre 
swamp as a lush green park and playground 
ringing with the shouts and laughter of 
happy children. While a member of the 
Tahoe Douglas Chamber of Commerce, he started 
building fires of enthusiasm with other men 
who joined him in the dream. In 1978, three 
years after his death, the park was dedicated 
to his memory. A plaque was set in place in 
a cement marker at the entrance to the park 
which boasts a ball field, picnic tables and 
barbeque pits. The Rotary Club has been in¬ 
strumental in providing a sprinkler system 
for the ball field along with the picnic 
tables and barbeque pits. Swings, slides and 
other playground equipment has since been 
added. 

GEORGE'S dream was to see the "Andria Drive 
Park" as a neighborhood park. The park was 
dedicated on June 16, 1978, by the Rotary 
to the memory of GEORGE BRAUTOVICH who was 
instrumental in youth guidance programs for 
the County.

The genius behind this powerhouse of inven¬ 
tiveness and organizational talent is Yugo¬ 
slavian-born MARIO SIMIC. At the age of 35 
he controls the largest gallery on the West 
Coast, and plans for further expansion is a 
strong possibility. 

SIMIC comments, "My early success is a 
result of hard work, intense study and years 
of experimentation and practical application." 

An artist himself, his background is 
steeped with artistic ventures beginning in 
his teens when he left his homeland to gain 
formal training in Paris, France. Spending 
several years learning new techniques in oil 
painting, he knew his future lay in the world 
of art. Traveling to America to further ful¬ 
fill a childhood dream, SIMIC settled in San 
Francisco in 1970. Over the next ten years 
he opened five successful businesses all 
related to the field of art. 

It was during a vacation to Carmel that 
SIMIC decided to focus his attention towards 
opening a fine art gallery. Attracted to the 
beauty and charm of the Monterey Peninsula, 
he was certain the established fine art mar¬ 
ket was the perfect environment for his 
vision of a contemporary art gallery featur¬ 
ing American and European paintings. 

In 1980 the doors of his first gallery 
opened. The expansion that SIMIC GALLERIES 
has experienced surprises SIMIC himself. 


From its original size, the gallery doubled its 
floor space in 1981 and went through further 
expansion with the acquisition of a second 
gallery in 1983. This was quickly followed 
by adding a lower level to the original 
gallery and finally in 1984 a third major 
location was opened in Carmel. However, 

MR. SIMIC was not limited to the art market 
of Carmel, venturing in 1985 to Seattle and 
in 1986 to La Jolla. 

Along with his personal efforts to intro¬ 
duce his galleries to the American market, 

SIMIC feels his success can be attributed to 
the general awareness of the public towards 
fine art. He quotes an article published in 
Time magazine, "Art has averaged 17 times 
better than stocks, 16 times better than banks 
(T-bills and CDs), 4 times better than oil, 
diamonds, coins and rare stamps over the past 
10 years." He continues, "Along with these 
proven statistics generated by the Federal 
Reserve Bank and Salomon Brothers we have 
seen a marked increase in the fine art 
magazines, publications and educational 
materials explaining the current art market. 
There are even television programs devoted 
to the world of art, such as the 'American 
Art Forum,' which introduces and reviews 
new talent around the country."

The stockroom was down a short paved in¬ 
cline, doors open on either side. The door 
facing the side street was also open, and a 
big van was being loaded by two youths in 
blue coveralls. Hinko Hodak showed the order 
slip to one of them. 

"That's it over there," said the young 
man pointing to a corner. "Oust wait a few 
minutes." 

The old man went over to the wardrobe, 
which was practically his. By the time he 
reached the corner of the big stockroom, 
the lorry had roared off, the place was 
quiet, one of the men had disappeared, and 
only the other one remained. He was blond, 
rosy-cheeked.

THE WHITE HORSES 


OF LIPICA 

By ZIKA JOVANOVIC 

PART II 

From that day onwards, Lipizzaners were to 
take part in the programme of this distinguished 
riding institution, and very soon Li pica became 
the chief source of horses for the Spanish 
Riding School. The stud now no longer bred 
horses for general use, but for this specific 
purpose. At the end of the 18th century and 
beginning of the 19th, Lipica acquired several 
stallions which were to father lines lasting 
right down to the present day. Their names 
were: Pluto, Conversano, Favory Neapolitan, 
Siglavy and Maestoso. 

Until the collapse of the Austrian 
Empire in 1918, Lipica continued to send all 
its young horses to the Spanish Riding School, 
whence they later returned to be used for 
breeding. In rearing Lipiizzaners, like any 
other thoroughbred, the pedigree of the 
breeding mares are just as important as 
the lineage of the stallions. Lipica 
has produced several strains of Lipizzaner 
mares. 

Over the last 150 years, the Lipica 
stud has seem some turbulent days. During 
the Napoleonic wars, the horses were moved 
three times: first, in 1797, to Szekes- 
fehervar (Hungary), then in 1805 to Dakovo 
(Croatia), and in 1809 to Pecs (Hungary). 

After Italy had entered the First World War, 
its proximity to the front line caused all 
the Lipica horses to be transferred to the 
Laxenburg farm near Vienna and the Czech 
Kladrub stud, where they remained until 1918. 

At the end of the war, Lipica came into 
the possession of Italy. As victors, the 
Italians had managed to get 109 horses from 
Laxenburg returned to their home. The , 
Austrians placed the remaining 98 animals 
in the new Piber stud at Graz. With the 
137 Lipizzaners which had found refuge in 
Kladrub, the Czechs also began breeding 
these horses at the Topolcany stud. 

In the inter-war period, Yugoslavia 
established two state-owned Lipizzaner 
studs - at Stancic and Krusedol. The royal 
family founded its own Lipizzaner stables 
in Demir Kapija. By 1939, the entire stock 
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of these farms amounted to six stallions, 

70 breeding mares and a corresponding number 
of foals. 

However, a real ordeal awaited the horses 
during the Second World War. Between 1941 
and 1943, the Germans removed the entire 
Stancic, Krusedol, Lipica and Piber stables 
to their own military stud of Hostau near 
Plzen. Accompanying the 179 horses from the 
Lipica stud alone were 22 stable-boys - 14 
Slovenians and eight Italians. 

General Patton's troops took Hostau on 
April 28, 1945. On personal orders from the 
American general, all the horses were trans¬ 
ferred to the small Bavarian town of 
Schwarzenburg on May 12. This move later 
inspired a Walt Disney feature film, which 
is somewhat misleading since it shows the 
evacuation of the horses as being necessary 
because of German efforts to recapture Hostau.

LETTUCE'S EARLY BEGINNINGS 

Lettuce has been cultivated for more than 
25 centuries and is one of the earliest 
known vegetables. It grew wild around the 
Mediterranean and Near East where people 
thought it had medicinal value. Hippocrates 
recommended it as did Augustus Caesar, who 
erected an altar to this vegetable when he 
believed it cured him of an illness. 

American colonists got their lettuce from 
plantings of Ponce de Leon, who cultivated 
lettuce as the first governor of Puerto Rico. 
It moved West with the Spanish Padres who 
established missions in California in the 
1900's. 

In the early 1900's, the first commercial 
attempts were made to grow lettuce in the 
Pajaro Valley, adjacent to the Salinas-Wat- 
sonville growing region, which today is the 
largest growing area in the U.S.
